vance the concoction of the humours. It 
must here be observed, however, that, ac-| 
cording to Hippocrates, concoction cannot be 
made but in a certain time, as every fruit has| 
a limited time to ripen; for he compares the, 
humours which nature has digested, to fruits) 
come to maturity. 

The time required fer concoction depends! 
onthe differences among distempers mention-, 
ed above. In those which Hippocrates cal!) 
very acute, the digestion or crisis happens by) 
the fourth day; in those which are only aeute| 
it happens on the seventh, 11th. or 14th day ;| 
which last is the longest period generally al.) 
lowed by Hippocrates in distempers that are! 
truly acute; thongh in some places he stretch-| 
es it to the 20th or 2ist, nay, sometimes to} 
the 40th or 60th days. All diseases that ex-, 
ceed this last term are called chronica/l. And 
while in those diseases that exceed 14 days, 
he considers every fourth day as critical o: 
at least remarkable, by which we may judge 
whether the crisis on the following fourth day 
will be favourable or not ; so in those whic!) 
run from 20 to 40 he reckons only the sev 
enths, and in those that exceed 40 he begin 
to reckon by 20. Beyond the 120th, he thinks 
that tse number of days has no power ove:

Neither can the legislature, in 
whose power it is to do much more for pre- 
serving the public health than can ever be 
lone by the Faculty, exert that power with 
propriety, and to the greatest advantage, with- 
jut some degree of medical knowledge 

Indeed, men of every occupation and con- 
lition in life might avail themselves ofa de- 
gree of medical knowledge; as it woul. 
teach them to avoid the dangers peculiar to 
their respective stations; which is always 
easier than to remove their effects. Medical 
knowledge, instead of being a check upon the 
enjoyments of life, only teaches men how to 
make the most of them. It has indeed been 
said, that to live medically, is to live miserably : 
But it might with equal propriety be said, that 
to live rationally, is to live miserably, If 
physicians obtrude their own ridiculous whims 
upon mankind, or lay down rules inconsistent 
vith reason or common sense, no doubt they 
will be despised. But this is not the fault of 
medicine. It proposes no rules that I know, 
»ut such as are perfectly consistent with the 
true enjoyment of tite, and every way condu- 
ciye to the real happiness of mankind.
